form for freight ami passengers. 
The agreement was for a right of 
way only 
Th** supreme court decided 
that 
the circuit court had given a 
deed for the entire property and the 
1 railroad company hail located on th** 
right of way a large brick building 
and had taken possession of the prop­ 
erty a* though it had received a full 
title. The court held that It was only 
the right of way for th** railroad that 
had I teen granted.

ton's spring house on three sides, aa]
